It is not necessary to say to those who are familiar with the common Pyrus 
arbutifolia, that the fruit varies in color from red to almost black, and that the greater 
portion, even of those which are light red when first ripening, turn quite dark and 
dull later in the season. Our Brilliantissima has been propagated from a few plants 
we found, which produced bright scarlet berries and retain their bright color until 
late in the winter.
